Book Week 


One would ‘think that in the lives of most of us every week were 
“book week.” Why this special designation of November 10 to 16 as a 
week consecrated to the written word in pasteboard bindings? Was it 
started because we were getting away from the habit of reading 
books? Hardly true. People seldom get out of habits of reading; non- 
readers today are those who have always been non-readers, for read- 
ing IS a habit. If a national Book Week can help our children form 
this habit we could hope it might be a monthly event instead of an 
annual one. 

Were you surrounded by books In your childhood days, or was there 
that within or without which stirred your appetite for learning? If so 
you will scarcely believe how many homes there in the United States 
where books are seldom seen. The thoughtful child will soon or, later 
find his books,—-and perhaps even gain by the delay since he spends 


more time thinking than absorbing. But this philosophical type of

greatly starved without pook s to instruct and entertain, And, though 
it seeris incredible in a day of compulsory education (cross out ‘“edu- 
cation” and substitute ‘“schooling’”’) there are thousands of young 
Americans who have little learning and who scarcely read at all. Na- 
tuarally young Californians have above average reading habits (what 
else would you expect from Californians?) but even they are none 
too familiar with good books. 

There is a present controversy among educators (cross out “edu- 
cators” and substitute “child-psychologists”) as to the derogatory ef- 
fects of the “funnies” and comic movies upon the child mind. Per- 
sonally we have always believed in letting the child take an honest 
squint at the life of his day rather than to entirely shield him from 
it—feeling at the same time a responsibility to elevate tha public life, 
into which he is thrown, to the best of our ability. But a weekly emo- 
tional binge of funnies and cinema-extravaganzas should be off-set 
by some thought-provoking literature for the rest of the week. 

Are you interested in knowing to what extent the Children of Men- 
lo Park use our Library—our dear little branch library—up the long 
stairs in a low hot room, open only certain hours of certain days 
each week? Then see our Librarian, Mrs. Vera Johnson. 

No, do not climb those stairs to pester the busy lady for statistics. 
Just walk from the City Hall to the Post Office with her any day 
outside of school hours. Don’t try to hold a conversation with ner— 
you won't be able to do so, It goes like this,—‘“Hello, Mrs. Johnson.” 
“Hello, Bob.” “Hello Mrs. Johnson.” “Hello, Irene.” “Mrs, Johnson, 
I’m coming up tomorrow after the next book.” “I'll have it ready for 
you, Betty.” “Mrs. Johnson, I can’t bring back the book yet; I’m not 
through with it.’ “Oh, all right, Jim.” So it goes, and they are all 
ages, from 6 to 12 and over. 

“Lo, Mith Yonson.” Now what? This child is not calling from a bi- 
cycle on the street or trudging home from school with books, He is 
just a baby, holding his mother’s hand and using his other to grab 
at our Librarian’s skirt. He is one of those who climb up the stairs 
with his mother and looks at books in the children’s room while she 
makes her selections.

She interested the teachers and in time, with their cooperation, she 
placed enough books in the school rooms to get the children in the 
habit of looking for books to take home. Now conditions have chang- 
ed and the Library does not need to go to the school,—the children 
troop to the Library. And here’s betting every child in Menlo Park 
knows the Library hours better than any adult—unless it’s our Edna.

C. Raymond Cato, Chief of State Highway Patrol, has this week 
summoned all local patrol chiefs to Sacramento for an emergency 
meeting, The conference was called to devise ways of curbing the 
recklessness and speeding of bus drivers.

A recent issue of Public Works 
News carried a story on the me- 
thods certain cities have adopted to 
ease the parking problem. Kansas 


City has acquired six parking lots| 


in the rear of stores facing Minne- 
sota Avenue, the principal business 
street. These parking lots, which 
accomodate 2,000 cars, are half a 
block in depth, and have an aggre- 
gate width, I would judge from the 
map, in excess of half of the store 
frontage on both sides of Minneso- 
ta Avenue in the three blocks where 
they are located. The total cost of 
$384,000 is shared 20 percent by the 
city and 80 percent by an assess- 
ment against a district covering 
eleven downtown blocks. Assess- 
ments are payable over a period of 
ten years.. 

Miami Beach, Florida, is to ac- 
quire 16 municipal parking lots lo- 
cated adjacent to shopping, recrea 
tion and hotel areas. The program 
is to be financed by the installation 
of parking meters in the parking 
lots. Five lots are now in operation. 
The sixteen eventually to be in use 
have an aggregate capacity of 3,000 
to 3,600 cars. 

Kalamazoo, Michigan, has a 400- 
car parking lot adjacent to the 
cowntown business district. The city 
financed the $60,000 cost by levying

San 
Francisco’s Union Square Garage 
was constructed by private capital 
furnished largely by property own- 
ers in the district, and also will re- 
vert to the city when paid for. The 
Toledo, Ohio, city planning com- 
mission has urged that city’s coun- 
cil to construct a multi-story park- 
ing garage to hold 1,500 automo- 
biles on a former library site.
